of a City or Town, is or are unlawfully in polTeflion- of Arms ; or that any 
Pikes, Pike Heads, Daggers or Dirks, are in any houle or place within 
fuch County, County of a City or Town, fuch Juflices of Peace fhall 
forthwith tranfmit to the Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or 
Governors of Ireland ior the time being, or his or' theif Chief. Secretary, a 
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Report feaecl by Rich Juftices. of Rich fuiiiiclon or information; tvitfi 

the ..rounds and real'ons of Rich forpicion, and a copy of Inch information or 
info?mations, if any foch foall have been given; and upon the receipt of 
foch Report of fuch Juftices, it lliall and may be lawful for foch Lord 
Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ire<and for the time 
beino-, or his or their Chief Secretary for the time being, by Warrant 
rnide'r his or their hand or hands, to authorize and require luch Juihccs or 
anv other luftice to fearch or caufe fearch to be made within and tnroughout 
foch County, County of a City or Town, or within any Larifo, Barony or 
Half Barony within foch Countv, County of a City or 1 own, as ihal! 
be fnecified in foch Warrant, for any Arms, Pikes, Pike Heads, Daggers or 
Dirks, in manner diredted by the fold recited Aa : And it ihall not be lawful 
for anv Tuftice of the Peace in any County, County of a City or 1 own in 
Ireland, to make any fearch, or to join m authorizing any I erfon to make 
any fearch, under the fold recited AcR, for any Arms, Pikes, Pike Heads, 
Dao-uers or Dirks, before or until foch Warrant fhall have been granted by 
the^Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland toi 
the time being, or his or their Chief Secretary, for that purpole ; any thing 
in the faid recited Ait to the contrary notwithftanding. 
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
